“not heard any representative of the United Nations 
who has yet approved this proposal.” 


Mr Vishov suid capital invest- 
ments in South-west Africa up 
to 1936 represented only one- 
seventoenth of the total capital 
invested in the Union. 


“If the Government of South 
Africa is being guided in its. policy 
towards Souti-west’ Africa by its 
“desire to aid the Indigenous ponusa- 

tion, to contribute to the economic, 
socin} and cultural improvement of 
that population, the Union Govern- 
ment would not hesitate to make 
capital investments on o much larger 
scale than it has done so far.” 

Asserting that the contention that 
non-co-operation of South-west 
Africa constituted an obstacle to 
investment of -capital was Invalid, 
he sald that the reported consulta- 
tlon of the native population, done 
through the tribes, could not be sald 
to represent popular consultation. 

My. Arthur Bottomley (Britain), 
strongly supporting Gen Smuts, said: 
“We listened the other day to a most 
Important statement by Gen Smuts 
about the suture of South-west Africa. 
It ts important principally beeause 
the South African Government 
hought it right to bring the question 

efore the United Nations. In doing 

40, they paid tribute to the standing 

of the United Nations, This is but 

only. one of Gen Smut's practice of 
, International co-operation, which we 

shbll do. well to recojtnise as special 

contribution to the building up of 

the prvetige and authority of the 
* United Nations.

Armed British 

_ Minesweepers |

Lodon, Nov. 13. 
Armed British minesweepers 
with instructions to defend 
themselves if fired upon to-day 
swept the Straits of Corfu in 
defiance of a scantily veiled 
threat from Albanin. 


Although the Albanian Government 
warned Britain that a sweeping 
opesation would be regarded og 
“premeditated violation of Albanian 
sovereignty," a Forel Office source 
sold there was no intention to 
reconsider the decision and tho 
Admiralty said the operation. was in 
progress. 


“The tiny sweepers went into action 
in the narrow channel well within 
range of the flve-inch Albanian 
coastal batteries which fired upon two 
British ships Inst May, The standard 
equipment for’ each of the - craft 
Includes.two 4.7 Jn guns and they are 
manned by expert naval mariesmen.

From his cnrlicst days 
at Winchester he, wis on outstond- 
ing pupil, although even then a 
perciplent. master declared, "He 
seems to have his cyes fixed, not on 
the prize, but beyond it.” 


ITHOUT diMculty he won tu 
scholarship to New’ Coltege, 
Oxford; but his papers. showed such 
exceptional promisc that they were 
sent to Sir William Ramsay, Nobel 
prize-winner ond discoverer of 
helfum, who persunded Cripps to 
enter the laboratory at University 
College,- London, where a group of 
brilliant “young scientists assisted 
| Ramsay in ‘his researches, 


Shortly afterwards Cripps) mar- 
ried. Ie then turned to study law, 
being called to the Bar in 1013 when 
he was still only 24. 

On the outbreale of war he went 
to France os t Red Cross driver, 
but wns recalled by the Government 
to work as a chemist in: the Govern- 
ment explosives factory nt Queen's 
Ferry. v . . 

After the Armistice the rise of 
the brilliant young barrister wus 
rapid. 

Within a few years he was mak- 
ing over £25,000 a year, and before 
Jong was penerally reputed to enjoy 
ae most lucrative practice at. the 

ar. - . : 

Most of his income-scems to have 
been devoted to establishing a.modet 
village .round his home. in. the 
Cotswolds. Much of the rest he 
gave away, for his actions were in- 
variably governed by no profoundly 
religious outlook on all branches of 
religious affairs. In consequence, 
when the sccond world war started 
and Cripps threw up his bricfs to 
place his services at the disposal of 
the Government, he was compara- 
tively poor, 

Both the virtues and faults of the 
intellectual are his, So complete ts 
{his mental arrogance that, once 
(convinced a course of “action ~1s 
right, he pursues {t with a fanatical 
disregard for the opinions of others. 

This fearless belief in the divine 
rectitude of his cause led him into 
frequent quarrels with the official 
Socialist hfararchy during his carly 
political career. . Eventually, in 
January 1039, the Soclahst Bxeucutive 
expelled him from the party for 
supporting the Popular Front, :
